Sarah Larose, 5, and Craig Ziady, 13, both of Chestnut Street, wasted no 
time in taking advantage of their first ‘‘snow day’’ Tuesday, when sled- 
ding, snowball fights and snowmen took the place of reading, writing 
and arithmetic for Andover schoolchildren. 
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When townspeople gather at East Junior 
High at 7:30 tonight for a special town 
meeting, they will vote on’ three articles 
that the planning board and selectmen 
have taken a stand against. 

Article One, inserted by former select- 
man Sidney P. White, proposes an amend- 
ment to the town’s zoning bylaw to allow a 
new ‘‘townhouse cluster’’ zone. 

Article Two, also inserted by White, 
asks for town meeting approval — as re- 
quired in the proposed bylaw amendment 
of Article One — of a proposed townhouse 
cluster development on Andover Street. 
Called Baker Village, the 48-unit develop- 
ment would be designed and built by An- 
dover developers Wynwood Associates. 

If the first article fails to win the voters’ 
approval, the proposed development could 
not be built, because the town’s current 
zoning does not allow additional multi- 
family housing. 

Article Three, inserted by real estate 
broker William Gurry of 131 Main Street, 


asks town meeting to rezone his 3,000- 
square-foot lot from residential to general 
business. Gurry would like to convert the 
first floor of the three-story dwelling into 
business offices, so that he can work out of 
his home. 

While the selectmen voted to recom- 
mend disapproval of the three articles last 
week, the planning board came down to 
the wire, holding lengthy meetings Mon- 
day and Tuesday nights to discuss the 
issues, 

The planners resolved Tuesday night to 
recommend disapproval of the articles, 
with a unanimous vote on the third article, 
and a four to one vote on the first two. 
Board member Jack Tomlinson voted in 
favor of White’s two articles. 

The town manager and director of the 
Public Works Department appeared 
before the board Monday to present their 
reports on the White articles. Both of-

With this anec- 
dote, Change Agent Riva Poor launched 
into a dialogue on women and power. This 
was one of many topics discussed at a 
Nov. 12 workshop entitled ‘‘Principles of 
Management — A Problem Clinic.” Spon- 
sored by the League of Women Voters, the 
program drew 350 people to Boston’s 
Federal Reserve Bank Building. 

The format of the three-hour session 
bounced back and forth between Poor’s 
prepared presentation and lively question

and answer periods. Poor touched on a 
variety of subjects: women and power, the 
behavior of successful people, and differ- 
ing styles of leadership. She focused, 
however, on the needs of volunteer 
organizations in an era of declining 
volunteerism. 

Participants claimed that as more 
women step into the job market, fewer 
have time for volunteer activities. This 
presents a number of problems for groups 
like the League. In the area of public 
policy, as Andover’s Susan Shaer noted, 
‘‘numbers are clout.’”’ Poor explained how 
organizations can. use effective manage- 
ment techniques to bolster their ranks. 
‘Keep your members by making them 
happy,” she said. Officers must be aware 
of the individual needs of their volunteers. 
Poor suggested that ‘‘if someone just 
wants to socialize — fine — let her lick 
envelopes.’’ Otherwise, leaders must 
carefully assign tasks that are commen- 
surate with each person’s skills. 

‘Attitude is everything,’’ Poor warned. 
Many women find that they no longer have 
time to take on volunteer projects. Poor 
cautioned against making these people 
feel guilty. ‘‘If someone has gone back to 
work and can’t help you out —- Thank her 
for staying with the League.”’ 

As a management consultant with 11 
years experience, Poor has a large reper- 
toire of case studies to draw on, The 
workshop participants came from all over 
the state to hear her speak. LWV president 
Barbara Fegan noted that ‘‘volunteerism 
is the glue that holds our communities 
together.’’ Armed with new management 
techniques, 350 eager Massachusetts 
women are working to make that bond 
even stronger.

Reason For 
Consultant 
Explained 


To the Editor of the TOWNSMAN: 

Your recent editorials and coverage of 
the cable television matter now pending 
before the Board of Selectman have miss- 
ed a key point. 

Continental Cablevision recommended 
that the Town hire a cable consultant not 
— as you suggest — to assess the financial 
condition of Rollins Cablevision, but to 
analyze the economic viability of Rollins’ 
specific proposal for Andover. The 
difference is crucial. Continental has not 
questioned Rollins’ financial resources. 
What we have questioned is whether 
Rollins or any other cable company can 
provide the facilities and services Rollins 
has promised Andover at the investment 
and the subscriber rates claimed. In our 
view, Rollins has promised more than can 
realistically be delivered simply to get its 
long sought first franchise in 
Massachusetts 

The problem with this approach is that 
in order to deliver on its promises Rollins 
will either have to absorb greater losses 
than most cable companies are prepared 
to accept or, more likely, end up charing 
Andover residents much higher rates. 
Your readers should remember that ul- 
timately the Andover cable system will be 
paid for not by the cable company, but by 
Andover cable subscribers. Continental 
believes that analysis of Rollins’ applica- 
tion by an experienced cable television

We also take issue with your contention 
that because Rollins is an applicant for the 
Boston cable franchise, the company is 
therefore presumed to be the best com- 
pany for Andover. The Townsman might 
shed more light on the debate by inquiring 
as to why Rollins has already been turned 
down by eight Massachusetts com- 
munities including Tewksbury. The 
Townsman could also play a constructive 
role by talking to other cable companies to 
find out why, at a time when dozens of 
cable firms are actively seeking 
franchises in the Boston area, only Rollins 
is willing to construct a self-sufficient 
system in Andover. 

Many other questions could be asked. In 
the end, it will be to the town’s advantage 
to get answers to all the questions before 
awarding a license.

Along the southern banks of the 
Merrimack River in Andover lie more 
than 30 acres of land rich with artifacts of 


Indian life in the days long -before the: 
| Europeans-arrived here: Experts’ call it 


“the most important known prehistoric 
archaeological site in Massachusetts on 
which excavation and research is still 
possible.”’ 

This archaeological goldmine is located 
on the site of the Shattuck farm, and 
although its treasures have been threaten- 
ed — and some of them possibly destroyed 
— by recent industrial development, 
archaeologists are now working to study 
and preserve the-site. 

This fall, the Andover Historical Society 
teamed up with the Massachusetts 
Historical Commission to begin a two- 
year survey of the farm. The 
archaeologists now at work have been con- 
tracted by the state, while the local socie- 
ty has provided financing, with funds from 
the Catherine G. Shattuck Memorial 
Trust. 

From the early 1700s on, the Shattuck 
farm was a large and productive one. 
Owned first by David Abbott, it was later 
divided and sold to Frederick Noyes and 
Joseph Shattuck. During the 1870s, Shat- 
tuck’s four grandsons bought the Noyes 
farm and combined it with their property 


‘’ toforma large dairy, with some vegetable 


gardening. 

During this century, the farm continued 
to thrive; some townspeople may 
remember the’ country store and 
restaurant that were established there 
during ‘40s. 

Some of the dwellings built by Abbot 
during the 18th century still stand, serving 
as weathered red landmarks on the 
dwindling farmland, which is now 
bordered by Valle’s Restaurant, the West 
Andover Industrial Tech Park, and Route 
93. 

But long before colonial settlers farmed 
the land, the Pentucket Indians farmed 
and hunted there, archaeologists believe. 
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on the site, and fished for the plentiful 
salmon, herring, sturgeon and bass in the 
Merrimack. There is evidence that the In- 
dians occupied the land, year round, from 


6000 B.P. (Before-Present)-until 1600 A.D. 
~The site has been a favorite hunting 


ground for amateur archaeologists since it 
was discovered near the end of the last 
century. But until now, it has never been 
the subject of comprehensive testing by 
professionals. 

Under the direction of Tom Mahlstedt, a 
doctoral candidate at Boston University, 
six archaeologists have dug approximate- 
ly 300 shallow test pits on 30 acres on the 
first and second terraces back from the 
river. 

Mahistedt explains that the test pits 
show which parts of the site might be fer- 
tile with artifacts, and which are barren — 
important information to the University of 
Massachusetts field school students who 
will conduct deeper excavations next spr- 
ing, during the second phase of the pro- 
ject. 

‘‘Some sections turn up virtually 
nothing,’’ Mahlstedt says, explaining that 
the area where evidence of occupation has 
been found is ‘‘relatively small, and most- 
ly near where the marshlands used to be.’’ 

Farmers’ plows and collectors have dis- 
turbed some of the artifacts, but more re- 
cent development has probably done the 
most damage, the field director says. 
‘‘When Route 93 was put in, six or seven 
feet of soil was torn out, and a lot of that 
area was probably very, very prime area 
that is now lost to us.”’ 

The test pits, which are usually only one 
meter deep, also show how the soil is 
layered, Mahlstedt says. The first foot or 
so is top soil created largely by the white 
man’s farming. Artifacts from historic 
times have been found in this layers. 

Prehistoric artifacts of the Indian 
settlements will be found, the 
archaeologists hope, in the deeper layer of 
clay soil deposited by a melting glacier ap- 
proximately 12 centuries ago.

Ail of his abutters favor 
his proposal, Gurry added. 

Gurry assured the planners that he has 
access to ‘‘ample parking’’ to serve his 
proposed office, explaining that he has the 
use of eight spaces in a 31-space lot behind 
his building, which belongs to abutter John 
Davidson. He would work out of the office 
with two employees, Gurry said. 

He presented the board with what he 
described as a certified letter from David- 
son, agreeing to make more space 
available to Gurry, if necessary. 

Parking regulations would restrict 
Gurry to using only his first floor as an of- 
fice, he said, denying that he could add of- 
fices on the second or third floors, or put 
the building to any other use. 

‘‘My intentions are strictly to work out 
of the house that I live in,’’ he told the 
board. ‘I can’t make a gas station or a 
nursing home out of it — that’s absolutely 
absurd. There’s no parking.”’ 

Of the list of 28 uses that are permitted 
by right in the general business zone, 
Gurry said, ‘‘I can’t name one that I 
qualify for — the only thing I can qualify 
for is an office on the first floor. I am 
totally restricted.”’ 

Later he added, ‘‘I’d be glad to give you 
any covenant you’d like that I will use it 
only for my business, and only the first 
floor.”’ 

Gurry reminded the planners that his 
neighborhood has recently been con- 
sidered as a possible direction for expan- 
sion of the downtown business district. 

“Everyone would like to see the town 
stay the same as it was in 1922,’’ he said,

But For The Timing 


Andover voters tonight will be asked to decide if a con- 
dominium or townhouse bylaw should be adopted, and 
also whether such provisions should be applied to the 
Argilla Road, Andover Street area. 

The decision is an important one for the town, since 
adoption would permit the first development of 
townhouses, or condominium development in the com- 
munity. 

The proposal seems an appropriate use of the land 
which is owned by Sidney P. White. The developer is 
reputable and has provided Andover with quality con- 
struction in several areas of town. 

The timing of the proposal remains a question, 
however. 

Special town meetings devoted to particular, almost 
single, issues are often not in the best interests of the 
town, although due to the democratic process, can be 
called anytime through acquisition of sufficient 
signatures on a petition. 

This particular one is a little more difficult in view of 
the adoption of a zoning regulation which will have far- 
reaching effects on the town as a whole. 

More advantageous to the town would have been the 
bylaw change and the Argilla Road proposal going to 
the annual town meeting next year. 

This would have allowed more time for the communi- 
ty development and planning department to study the 
bylaw and its overall impact on the entire town. 

Being presented with the matter in late summer and 
during the autumn, planners did their best to examine 
the proposed new zoning regulation. But, we think what 
effect its adoption will have on the many areas of the 
town which could be subsequently, similarly developed, 
has not been determined. 


Pointing out these concerns seems to be in keeping 
with the tenor of the town itself, which in recent years 
has expressed a desire to keep a watchful eye on the 
town’s growth. 

As for the specific proposal — the sale of the White 
land to Wynwood Associates for townhouse develop- 
ment — indications are that this would probably be the 
most advantageous use of the particular parcel. 

A few years ago, White had an offer by the U.S. Postal 
Service to purchase the property and place a new postal 
facility there. It faced stiff opposition from the 
townspeople and administration to the point the postal 
service realigned its plans, sent the mail to Lawrence 
for processing and left the main office on Main Street. 
While it’s not the Andover employees fault per se, ser- 
vice in Andover hasn’t been the same since we lost a 
central control point for the town’s postal service. 

This is the second attempt by White to dispose of the 
parcel in what he says is ‘‘my lifetime and I want to see 
it left in some state that the town will be proud.”’ 

If rejected, there is little doubt that White will turn 
the property over to single-house development, which, 
in terms of services, would probably prove more costly 
than the proposal before the voters tonight. 

The townhouse concept does not answer the problem 
of the young couple desirous of staying in Andover, 
since cost-wise they belong in the ‘‘upper brackets,’’ as 
realtors refer to their product. 

But it may serve a need for older, retired residents of 
Andover who wouid like to rid themselves of the respon- 
sibility of single home ownership, yet retain equity, 
which a townhouse would provide. 

While the timing may be bad, the concept seems a 
good one, particularly for the area involved.

Commissioner John W. 
McKean announced today 
that the budget for the 
Essex Agricultural anc 
Technical Institute will be 
less than last year’s. The 
budget for the school was 
discussed in a budget sub- 
committee meeting held at 
the school.

million dollars. This 
represents a small 
decrease from last year. 

The budget sub- 
committee has 
recommended the elimina- 
tion of nine jobs from last 
year’s budget.

have to cut.” 

He said he felt six percent forces the ad- 
ministration to make some decisions ‘‘up 
front,’’ but that also leaves the question 
open-ended until some more information 
is forthcoming on 2%2.

ficials said they strongly oppose the 
proposed zoning bylaw amendment. 

‘‘My concerns are little connected to the 
specific proposal (Baker Village), which I 
think has a number of merits,’’ Town 
Manager Jared S.A. Clark told the 
planners. ‘‘But town planning should not 
be done by developers, no matter how 
well-intentioned they might be to provide 
this type of (townhouse) housing.”’ 

The manager emphasized that town of- 
ficials need more time to develop a 


_Satisfactory plan to allow more multi- 


family housing in Andover, and feel that 
the calling of a special town meeting did 
not leave the town enough time to develop 
a good zoning bylaw amendment. 

“It is reasonable to request that the 
town act in a timely fashion,’’ Clark said, 
‘“‘by the next annual town meeting, which 
will probably be held around June first, 
due to the deliberations of the legislature. 

“We should make a commitment to Mr. 
White and the town to act by that time — 
and asking for that additional time is not 
an unreasonable delay.’ 

In a written report to the planning 
board, the manager also outlined several 
specific objections to the proposed bylaw 
amendment. 

The town’s master planning, including 
water and sewer facilities, is based on an 
assumed population of 45,000. ‘‘The 
proposal before us will not alter that, but 
it will set a precedent,’’ Clark said. ‘‘This 
particular project will not overtax the 
town’s facilities, but a succession of 
similar proposals inappropriately placed 
will.”’ 

The Andover Country Club and Pole Hill 
in Ballardvale are two sites that could be 
proposed for townhouse developments, the 
manager said. 

Clark said he does not favor the idea of 
town meeting approval of each 
developer’s proposal because that is the 
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responsibility of the planning board. He 
added that the bylaw ‘‘does not give ade- 
quate guidelines by which town meeting 
can approve or deny specific proposals —

‘“‘When you try to undo the problems that 
will be created by this bylaw, you will be 
at a severe disadvantage,’’ Clark told the 
planners. ‘‘There will be some (voters) 
who will want no multi-family housing, 
and some who will have a vested interest 
in keeping this bylaw without additional 
restrictions — so your chances of getting a 
two-thirds vote for a more reasonable 
proposal would be severely diminished.’’ 

Director of Public Works Robert 
McQuade also spoke against the proposed 
bylaw amendment because it would ‘‘take 
the root of the town’s master plan for 
water and sewer development and throw it 
out the window. We would have to start 
over again, at great expenditures to the 
community.”’ bas 
McQuade called the town’s master 

sewer plan ‘‘second to none — no other 
community in the country has anything 
better.’’ The town has spent $50 million to 


date implementing the plan, he said, 
whicli is based on the town’s existing zon- 
ing bylaw. pi 
® article Two I have no qualms with, 
McQuade said. ‘The utilities are there in 
that area. But if we allow multi-family 
bentinduryside the central core of the 


borders — we really havea problem.” — 
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The DPW director said the town would 
particularly have problems with trying to 
provide: adéquate fire protection fori new 
multi-family housing, because many of the 
water pipes are too small. 

McQuade also advised waiting until the 
annual town meeting before acting on the 
issue of multi-family housing, so that the 
town can ‘‘see what land can sustain it, 
and not throw everything we’ve done down 
the drain.”’ 

White called it ‘‘most unfortunate’’ that 
the manager and DPW director spoke to 
the planning board Monday night, rather 
than during last week’s public hearing. ‘‘I 
resent that this testimony did not come 
out when it was supposed to,’’ the former 
selectman said. 

Planning Board Chairman Paul Teplitz 
replied that the board is free to ‘‘consider 
any matter that’s before us’’ at any time, 
adding, ‘‘Our deliberations are open to the 
public.”’ 

The manager pointed out that, as a town 
official, he is ‘‘not constrained to address 
the planning board only during a public 
hearing.”’ 

As the hour approached 11 p.m. Monday 
night, the board decided to resume discus- 


sion of White’s articles Tuesday night. 

That night, following another two-hour 
discussion, four board members agreed 
that they would rather wait until the an- 
nual town meeting to present a zoning 
bylaw amendment. 

“We haven’t had time te consider this 
properly,’’ said board member Andrew 
Girdwood. ‘‘We’re being pushed against 
the wall. I don’t think our request to wait 
six months is unreasonable.”’ 

David Gravallese said that ‘‘the fun- 
damental issues have not been — cannot 
be — addressed. I’m opposed to the two 
articles on that basis alone.’’ 

Chairman Teplitz said it appears that 
the town is being asked to accept the 
“risks’’ of an inadequate bylaw because of 
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reasonable trade. 

“The planning process requires patience 
on both sides,” he added. “A, lot of 
developers have learned to. live with that, 
although they may not like it.’’ 

White told the planners it would be to 
the town’s advantage, and not just. his 
own, to begin the project during 1981. 
‘‘The profit would be much greater to the 
town that it would be to me,”’ he said, 
‘fand not just in dollars. Time is very im- 
portant.’’ 

Tomlinson, the only board member to 
favor the two articles. said White’s plan

property as their baseline, the teams of 
two archaeologists have been dividing the 
site into sections and digging pits at 
regular intervals, Mahlstedt says. 


Each shovelful of soil is sifted to sort out 
any artifacts — and when artifacts are 
found, they are bagged according to the 
layer of soil they were found in. The teams 
then fill in the hole and move on to the next 
spot, ‘‘leap-frogging across the site,’’ says 
the field director. 


‘‘You never know what you’re going to 
find,’ says archaeologist Philip Sallaway. 
‘You find things in the oddest spots — and 
when you least expect it, that’s often when 
you find the most.” f 

So far, their work has unearthed 
arrowheads and ‘“‘flakes’’ (waste material 
from the crafting of arrowheads) dating 
as far back as 5000 to 2000 B.P., which is 
known as the late archaic period, ‘‘one 
phase of prehistory in the New World,’’ 
Mahlstedt explains. 


They have also found artifacts of the 
‘‘woodland phases,”’ 2000 to 300 B.P. “‘The 
woodland phases were very prolific oc- 
cupational phases around here,’’ 
Mahlstedt says. 

He adds that he hopes to find wooden ar-

organic material. Future efforts may turn 
up bone material, as well as seeds, plants 
and food sources, he says, evidence that 
the Indians were ‘accomplished hor- 
ticulturists by the time the Europeans 
came.”’ 

Most of the artifacts are sent to the 


University of Massachusetts-Boston to be 


cleaned and catalogued. Analysis of some 
of the arrowheads shows that the raw 
materials came not from this area, but 
from Marblehead, Saugus and the Blue 
Hills. 

Mahlstedt explains that the Indians 
‘could not use just any stone for flaking — 
they needed a certain type of stone to 
fashion into these stem points.’’ Local In- 
dians may have traded with other tribes 
for the materials; or the others may have 
spent part of the year hunting along the 
‘“‘extremely rich’’ banks of the 
Merrimack, later returning home. 

The archaeologists have found 
prehistoric artifacts ranging all the way to 
the historic period, and the field director 
says the evidence shows that the Indians’ 
“traditional lifeways were very rapidly 
affected by their contact with the 
Europeans’’: for example, the use of iron 
and muskets appears quite suddenly. 

The Indians were usually friendly 
toward the first settlers, it is believed, but

Gurry replied that each case would have 
to be brought before the planning board 
and town meeting, and ‘‘considered on its 
own merits.

Former planning board member

“That plan stressed the importance of 
keeping a compact downtown, and not 
allowing it to sprawl down Main Street,”’ 
she told the planners. ‘‘I agree with Rhys 
(Kear) that, from a planning view, this is 
a bad article.”’ 

Keck added, however, that ‘‘some of

Edith St. Jean Retiring 


The school committee Tuesday night ap- 
proved the retirement of Edith V. St. 
Jean, who has been with the school system 
for the past 13 years. 

She was secretary to Richard McGrail, 

who is building program coordinator this 
year, and former principal of East Jr. 
High. 
The committee also okayed salary in- 
creases, effective for July 1, 1980, and Jan. 
1, 1981, for the only three secretaries who 
are not members of the school secretaries 
association. 

Theresa McNally, confidential 
secretary to the superintendent, received 
$14,176 and $14,460 respectively, while 
Selma Fleider, confidential secretary to 
the assistant superintendent, received 
$13,699 and $13,973, and Mavis Cox, con- 
fidential secretary to the per- 
sonnel/business manager, $13,774 and $14,- 
062. 

In other personnel action, the com- 
mittee accepted the resignations of Gary 
Hendrickson as student council advisor at 
the high school for the current school 
year; Tanya Keith, instructional aide 
(I1.A.) at East Jr. High; Mary Jo Grillo, 
media aide at Bancroft, and Lois Peters, 
child search and identification specialist 
with the Title VI program. 

They also granted a personal leave of 
absence for Christine Keffeler, high 
school English teacher, for the 1981-82 
school year, and extension of a child bear- 
ing leave for Synthia Weiss, art teacher at 
West Elementary School, through the 
remainder of the current school year. 

Keffeler’s is the first leave request for 
next year; this year, there are nine 
employees on regular leave and 10 on child 
bearing leave.
